1 (currently amended). A composition comprising fungal particles of a 
filamentous fungus and a s e cond prote i nac e ous mat e r i al powdered gluten wherein the 
ratio of the weight on a dry matter basis of said prot e in a ceous m a t e ria l gluten to the 
weight on a dry matter basis of said fungal particles in said composition is greater than 

1 and wher ei n sa i d prot e inac e ous material compris e s a cer e al prot ei n . 

2 (original). A composition according to claim 1 , wherein the fungal particles in 
said composition include at least 80wt% of fungal mycelia. 

3 (previously presented). A composition according to claim 1, wherein fungal 
particles in said composition comprise filaments having a length of greater than 100pm 
and less than 1000pm. 

4 (previously presented). A composition according to claim 1 , wherein fungal 
particles in said composition comprise filaments having an aspect ratio of greater than 
100 and less than 1000.

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12 (currently amended). A composition according to claim 1, wherein said ratio 
of the weight of said prote i nac o ous materia l gluten to the weight of said fungal particles 
is greater than 2 and less than 50. 

13 (currently amended). A composition according to claim 1, wherein the ratio 
of the weight of said prot ei n a coous material gluten to the weight of said fungal particles 
is greater than 7 and less than 50. 

14 (currently amended). A composition according to claim 1, wherein the ratio 
of the weight of said prot e inaceous mat e ria l gluten on a dry matter basis to the weight of 
water in said composition is at least 0.05 and is less than 1 . 

15 (currently amended). A composition according to claim 1, which comprises 
fungal particles of a filamentous fungus, water a nd a prot ei naceous mat e r i al which 
compr i s e s gluten, wherein the ratio of said prot ei nac e ous mat e ria l gluten to fungal 
particles is greater than 7 and less than 30 and the ratio of gluten to the weight of water 
in said composition is less than 0.75 and greater than 0.1. 

16 (currently amended). A method of making a composition according to claim 
1, the method comprising contacting fungal particles and a prot e inac e ous mat e r i a l 
powdered gluten in the presence of wate r, wh e rein said prot ei nac e ous mat e ria l 
compr i s e s a c e rea l protein . 
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17 (currently amended). A method according to claim 16 wherein, in the 
method, 0.5 to 5wt% of fungal particles on a dry matter basis are contacted with 10 to 
40wt% of said prot ei nac e ous mater i al gluten on a dry matter basis and with 55 to 
89.5wt% of water.

24 (new). A composition according to claim 1 which is substantially 
homogeneous. 

25 (new). A composition comprising fungal particles of a filamentous fungus 
and gluten, wherein the ratio of the weight on a dry matter basis of said gluten to the 
weight on a dry matter basis of said fungal particles in said composition is greater than 
1, and wherein said filamentous fungus and gluten are part of a continuous phase. 
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
